In  a few  weeks  now.  unless  he  should 
yield  to  a call  by  the  Provincial  Liberal 
Party  and  permit  himself  to  be  drafted  against 
his  wish  for  further  urvice.  Premier  (he  Hon. 
John  Hart  will  be  laying  down  the  mantle 
of  leadership  he  has  worn  in  British  Colum- 
bia for  a long,  active  and  outstanding  public 
career.  From  all  sides  of  (he  Provincial  Legis- 
lature irrespective  of  party  will  come  sincere 
appreciation  for  a human  performance  which 
has  been  without  equal  in  provincial  politics 
in  modern  times. 

Mr  Han  holds  what  is  conceded  to  be  an 
Lmpirc  record  for  the  presentation  of  Budget 
Addresses  m any  British  parliament.  He  has 
been  Premier  of  (he  most  successful  Coali- 
iion  regime  that  Canada  has  known  during 
the  recent  world  conflict.  At  an  adopted 
citizen  of  British  Colombia,  from  bis  native 
heath  in  Ireland.  Mr.  Hart  has  made  himself 
an  ootstanding  Canadian  in  every  sense  of 
the  term.

Remarque  Speaks  of  New  American  Pilgrims 


'I  hc  concern  of. parent-teacher  groups  over 
the  large  amount  of  obnoxious  literature  that 
clutters  up  the  racks  of  some  newsstands  is 
understandable  There  are  all  too  many 
books  and  magazines  of  a type  harmful  to 
growing  minds  which  might  better  never  be 
primed.  How  to  deal  with  them  is  a matter 
that  has  been  debated  before,  and  it  is  one  not 
easy  of  solution.  Had  it  been  so.  remedial 
action  would  have  been  taken  already,  since 
(he  majority  of  people  recognize  the  undesir- 
ability of  some  of  the  literature  wRhin  reach 
of  juvenile  hands  The  clarification  of  juris- 
diction may  enable  the  Province  to  take  more 
definite  action  than  hitherto  has  been  possible. 

Whether  the  formation  of  a censorship 
board  IS  the  best  method  of  control  will  be  a 
matter  of  opinion.  Control  boards  have  a 
habit  of  extending  (heir  authority  over  realms 
not  originally  intended.  Censorship  is  a two- 
sided  weapon.  What  may  be  censorable  to 
one  person  may  not  appear  so  (o  another. 
The  happy  mean  is  not  easily  struck.  There 
are  acknowledged  masterpieces  of  literature 
that  might  never  have  been  published  had  a 
censorship  board  existed  w'hcn  they  were 
written.  There  is  the  danger  of  over-zealous 
interference  in  the  presumed  interests  of 
others.  The  vesting  of  authority  over  read- 
ing matter  is  a delicate  proposition 

With  (he  more  obvious  types  of  obnox- 
ious literature  it  should  be  found  possible  to 
deal  without  drastic  measures  liable  to  back- 
fire. Certainly,  steps  (o  forestall  any  increase 
in  objectionable  magazine  circulation  because 
of  the  restriction  on  certain  United  States 
publications  would  be  commended  by  most 
parents  concerned  about  the  influence  they 
exert  on  young  people.  While  parents  them- 
selves have  the  first  obligation  to  supervise 
and  guide  the  reading  habits  of  their  children, 
undoubtedly  the  considerable  sale  of  clieap. 
trashy  and  harmful  literature  is  a constant 
threat  to  the  moral  integrity  of  juveniles.

The  sudden  change  in  Canada  s tarifl  struc- 
ture in  the  eleventh  month  of  the  year,  no 
matter  how  sincere  its  object,  was  bound  to 
have  a sharp  effect  on  trading  acrou  Canada. 
Some  of  the  results  of  the  changes  announced 
recently  at  Ottawa  are  beginning  to  appear, 
and  in  part  (hey  are  discriminatory  ^mc 
automobile  dealers  in  the  higher -priced  fields 
are  finding  that  their  imports  are  cut  off 
totally,  leaving  them  nothing  to  sell:  while 
other  dealers  may  still  continue  trading  in 
medium  and  lower  priced  vehicles.  Mean- 
while (he  sudden  restriction  on  imports  is 
reviving  the  used  car  market,  and  making 
goexj  times  again  for  used  car  tacketeces 

While  not  all  of  the  effects  of  the  tariff 
changes  could  be  dcKribed  as  harmful,  and 
some  will  be  conceded  as  nreessary.  in  places 
strange  things  have  been  done  in  the  recent 
orders  promulgated.  Or.:^'' manufacturer 

pointed  out  yesterday  ,er>at  Canada  has 
stopped  (he  importat^orTof  hardwood  veneers 
tn  cut  pieces,  with  serious  results  for  certain 
types  of  woodworking  and  furniture  plants.
